American newspapers are the leaders today because of

Hence advertising indirectly per- 
forms a public service the extent of which is difficult to es- 
timate because it is so inanitold. 


It is an old but true story—that of the brilliant commen- 


tary on American newspapers made by Rudyard Kipling. 
An American friend mailed him a package of newspapers 
and in order to economize in carriage charges, tore off ev- 
rything except the news section. 
Kipling wrote: "Next time send the advertising pages and 


\eep the rest. You left out the most interesting ami most 
educating features of the publications." 


Did you ever stop to consider what ydiir favorite news- 
paper Mould cost you if the publisher depended on his cir- 
ulation revenue for his operating capital? A newspaper to 
be made half as interesting as the one you read would 
mean an expenditure on jour part of at least 20c. per copy. 
The penny or two that you expend for your favorite news- 
paper does not pay for the white paper alone, not to speak 
of the big investment in mechanical equipment and the. em- 
ployment of brains to gather the news and present it in 
readable form. Therefore, if you are one of the few who 
simply look at the news headlines and the occasional article 
:hat 
may interest you, please remember the debt of grati- 


tude that you owe to the advertising columns and develop 
a habit of reading them. You will find very shortly that 
these advertising columns have become indispensable to 
you and that through opportunity for economical purchase 
:hey have given you real 'service. 


You should buy tradcmarked goods displayed and sold by 
stores that advertise. Fair play is a typical American char- 
.icteristlc. It is one of the bulwarks of the constitution of 
the United States under the more euphonious title of 
'Equal Rights For All." 


The merchant who does not advertise and the manufac- 


turer who refrains from taking the public into his confi- 
dence is merely riding along on the high tide of other suc- 
cesses. The manufacturer who does not advertise attempts 
to cash in on the popularity and appreciation created by 
those who use Printers' Ink. So in the final analysis, the 
concerns that systematically avoid advertising are endeav- 
oring without any investment to reap the reward which 
the more courageous should enjoy. 


Those who- advertise are brave indeed. Advertising is a 
challenge to intelligence. 
It IK of its very nature a guar- 
antee that the goods advertised are everything as repre- 
sented. 


The manufacturer who advertises places his stamp of be- 
lief on what he advertises because he realizes that adver- 
tising will never take the place of good merchandise. Adver- 
tising frequently makes the first sale, but the goods them- 
selves are invariably responsible for re orders. 


I have often felt that advertising has been given too 
narrow a definition. 
It has been called salesmanship In 


print. 
I have, frequently referred to advertising as the 


impelling news about merchandise. The definition perhaps 
fits newspaper advertising very appropriately because the 
advertiser seeking a sale of his goods or the patronage or 
the public endeavors to present In headline and copy the 
news about the articles he has for sale. 
But. after all advertising has a greater message ana 


mission. 
It is the creator of good will: the guarantee of 


quality; the biggest factor in business to bring- the con- 
sumer, the manufacturer and the merchant together on a 
basis of square dealing. 
Aggressive advertising is one of the best-proofs that a 


manufacturer believes in his goods. 
Linked with the history of successful advertising cam- 


paigns is the history of proved merchandise. 
Most of ua 


tlo not need to strain our memories to recall the time when 
men's ready-to-wear clothes were mostly of the comic val- 
entine variety; when the "hand-me-downs" were a mark 
only of depleted purse, ot willingness to bear the slings and 
arrows of those who wore normal garments. Ready-to-wear 
clothes were then on a par with imitation diamonds; they 
were apparel that proclaimed the man to his utter dispar- 
agement. 
Then came a revolutionary campaign of publicity and In 


the same step cpme Quality Clothes—the modern ready-to- 
wear kind. 
Today, bankers,. high-salaried men, do 
not 


blush to wear one of the well-known brand* of ready-made 
clothes. 
Utility, style and satisfaction backed by publicity 


supply the reason. 
Take food products. \Vhen food publicity was in Its in- 


fantfy. adulteration ran riot. Then the housewife was not 
to be blamed for making her own bread, puttingup her own 
preserves, for cooking on Saturday the family supply of 
baked beans. Pure food advertising came along and with 
it came pure food manufacture. 


Canners and preservers adopted the most vigorous stand- 


arils. They insisted on materials that were above suspic- 
ion. 
Their processes were right; their products clqanly 


'made. 
And American women responded right willingly. 
Food advertising that invited inspection, that proved pur- 
ity, made all this possible. 
The consumer, therefore, for his own protection, should 


buy only advertised goods, should patronize only stores''that 
advertise. Here is a public service sentiment which I be-' 
lieve every intelligent person will endorse: 


"I will buy only advertised goods because they are an In- 
surance of Duality and a guarantee on the part of the man- 
utacturer that 1 shall receive full value as represented. 
I 


shall patronize only those stores that demonstrate through 
baleMnanship in print that they are inspired by a spirit of 
public service to give the customer due consideration and 
serve him or her only with such articles of merchandise as. 
represent full value in the purchase price."

The arithmetic that most 
eople use in daily life is exceedingly 
imple and could be learned in a short 
me. If you borrow money and make 
artial payments, the bank will figure 
hem with perfect accuracy. 
So far then as the actual information 


mparted by the old time course in 


isfying reasons why it cannot be done. 


Nothing has been more irritating to 
the people since the war's beginning 
than the enormous advance In the price 
of shoes, accompanied by a palpable de- 
terioration in their quality. That ad- 
vantage was not taken somewhere 
along the line between manufacturer 
and wearer to exact inordinate profits 
will not be believed.

many. Czar Alexander III said to the 
French Ambassador on that occasion: 


"You 
could not be a good French- 
man if you did not preserve the hope 
that the day will come when you will 
l>e nble to enter into possession once 
more of your lost provinces, but be- 
tween this wholly natural sentiment 
and any idea of provocation. In a word. 
revanche, it is a far cry: and you have 
many limes proved that 
you desire 
lieace aliove everything, and Urit you 
will know how to wait with dignity." 
This wan a notice to Clermnny and 


to the world th.it Uussin would not 
help France to make an attack on Ger- 
many. 
And this is the "conspiracy" 
between France and RuncLi which Ger- 
many has treated as a menace, and 
which it offers as a justification for 
its leaping full-armed at the throats of 
both at the beginning of August, 1914.

The 
way in which her armies are going to 
smash ought to interes* her these days. 
The Sultan, is said to favor a separate 
peace if he can obtain favorable condi- 
tions from Germany's enemies.

That's one con- 
dition. There is another—the interna- 
tionalization of Constantinople.

King, died on the battlefield that mark- 
ed the final failure of .Austria to drive 
Italian forces back. He was killed on 
Saturday night. September 2S, during 
a heavy bombardment the Austrians 
laid down, preliminary to a crossing of 
the Chiese river and an attack near 
Manon in the Daone valley. 
The at- 
tack was repulsed. 


"Jack" Kins left America on May S, 


of this year, after securing his own 
passports and paying his own expenses. 
He had been refused admission into 
the. American aviation services on ac- 
count of his youth. 
In France he 


found a similar refusal as the French 
were accepting no inexperienced for- 
eign recruits for their flying service. 
"Jack" then volunteered for ambulance 
service with the Red Cross and was 
sent to Italy with the rank of second 
lieutenant. 


In Italy he served on sections 2, 5 


and 1, of the battlineiine. respectively. 
On July 24, scarcely more than a month 
after he began active service, he was 
with the Italian Third army and the 
Red Cross ambulance section which was 
reviewed by the king of Italy. He re- 
ceived his first citation, or the Croix de 
Guerre, at that time for bravery during 
the Austrian attack of July 17-23. 


^Lieutenant King, would have been 20 
years old on October 24. He was buried 
by his comrades on October 1. The first 
intimation of his death came in an of 
ficial dispatch that listed the name of 
"Joseph Matthews Ring," but a cable 
relayed from "Washington by the Red 
Cross arrived Friday night confirming 
his death.
